Elmer Jennings, 52, Wil- 


liamsport Carpenter, 
Shoots Self In Head 


WRITES WIFE NOTE 


Had Worked on Two Con- 


struction Jobs Here 


Leaving a note for his wife in 


which he blamed ill-health for his 
act, 
Elmer R. Jennings, .agod 52, 


well-known Williamsport carpen- 
ter, shot himself through the right 
side of" his head with a .38 caliber 
revolver, Monday afternoon. 


He inflicted the fatal injury be- 


tween 3 and 4 p.m., but did not 
succumb until 2:30 a.m., Tuesday. 


That 
Mr. 
Jennings carefully 


planned his demise is shown by 
the 
note. 
Besides naming 
ill- 


health as his reason, he explained 
how funeral arrangements should 
be made. He went to the garage 
in the rear of his home which ^3 
located on tha hill 
just west of 


Williamsport, removed his shoes, 
and placed himself on the garage 
floor. He was in this position when 
his wife found him at 4 o'clock. 


The bullet entered his head just 


above the right ear and came out 
the left side of the head. How he 
lived 11 hours 
after the wound 


was inflicted is a mystery. 


WAS BITTEN' BY HOG 


Mr. Jennings had 
never 
com- 


pletely recovered from an injury 
he suffered a year ago when bit- 
ten by a hog. He had considerable 
trouble with that injury, compli- 
cations developing. 


Mr. Jennings had been a resident 


of the Williamsport 
vicinity be- 


tween six and seven years. He re- 
moved there from Columbus, al- 
though he was a native of George- 
town, Brown-co, and had spent the 
g "e-i^r" part of bt«j l.jfs> thorrc. 


He became known in this city 


when he worked 
as 
&. carpenter 


when the New Cliftona theatre was 
being constructed. He also helped 
remodel the Mason Brothers fur- 
niture store. 


Besides his widow, he is survived 


by three children, Anna Raye, and 
William C., at home and Marjorie, 
of Tulsa, Okla.

Their use may lead to 
permanent and serious damage. 


Avoid severe dieting. 
It is true 


that a persistent decrease in the 
number of calories in 'he diet results 
in a decrease ia weight. But severe 
dieting may result in anemia and the 
vitamin-deficiency diseases. 


A Safe Way to Reduce 


It is oniy by moderation In diet and 


exercise that it is oossible to main- 
ajn the proper relation ot weight and 
lealth. You can only reduce safely 
f you eat the proper amounts of the 
essential foods and cut down on other 
foods, such as rich desserts, pies, pas- 
tries, candies and other foods rich in 
fat, starch or sugar. Never attempt 
to reduce more than a quarter of a 
pound a day. 
Bear in mind, that 


sudden loss of weight injures the 
body. 


Another danger that 1 must warn 


you against, is that which comes 
from severe exercises in an effort to 
reduce. 
Certainly you. should never 


epgage In any strenuous form of 
exercise unless you have consulted 
with your physician. 
Do not take 


such exercise unless, after a careful 
examination, he has pronounced your 
heart and lungs in good condition. If 
you exercise in moderation and diet 
in moderation, you will be assured 
of a gradual aud permanent loss of 
weight, without impairment of your 
health.
